We moved the ramp to 
Ross* parents house on Summit 
Road high above Los Gatos in 
the Santa Cruz mountains . It 
required that the sixteen 
foot wide structure be cut in- 
to six pieces and hauled by 
flatbed trucks twenty miles. 
The ramp is old and creaky, 
but it has seen three years 
of northern Californias best 
vertical contests pulled of 
in style because of the large 
field that surrounds it, and the cool atmosphere. 

It now sports a totally innovative «V»- shaped canyon and a fresn 
ply of wood.
